At the 
House of Correction, when asked if he 
were able to pay his $1,000 fine, he 
answered evasively. As no imprison- 
ment excepting the six months which 
formed a part of his sentence, and which 
began with his incarceration yesterday, 
can be enforced until the fine is paid 
and, as the collection of the amount 
must be by civil process, the exact 
status of Kearney as a capitalist be- 
comes an interesting question. 
The 


certainty is, however, that his profitable 
career daring the past three years will 
very well permit him six month's rest 
and retirement. As soon as the weather 
permits resumption of work on the road 
and at the quarry, Kearney will be set 
at labor with the rest.
